Road dosed 
by rockslide

A county road closed a week ago because of a mas¬ 
sive rockslide remains partially impassable as state 
road crews work to clear the road. 

And the closure has affected how Casey County 
School District buses run their routes in that area of 
the county. 

“We have three routes affected — a pre-school route 
and one at Jones Park Elementary and Walnut Hill El¬ 
ementary,” said Craig Griffin, director of pupil trans¬ 
portation for the district. 

Griffin added that rerouting the buses wasn’t that big 
of a deal, it just took a little longer than usual. 

The closure, in an area known as Turkey Foot Gap 
near where Ky. 906 ends at Ky. 78, is where Kentucky 
Highway Department workers were trying to remove a 
rock shelf overhang on Sept. 12. 

“We had been up there trying to remove an overhang 
where we’d had periodic rock falls over the years,” 
said Bill Chaney, with the KHD District 8 office in 
Somerset. 

Chaney said that an independent contractor was on 
site to “drill and shoot” the rock overhang — when 
workers drill holes in the rock and then pack explosives 
into the holes. 

But when workers set off the charges electronically, 
the rock did something it shouldn’t have. 

“It should have broken and slid down the face, but 
when the shot went off, the rock didn’t act as predicted, 
it went out into the roadway,” Chaney said. 

State workers were to have the roadway opened with 
at least one lane on Thursday but school district offi¬ 
cials said on Tuesday morning that because the road is 
open one day and closed the next, alternate routes will 
be followed until the road is open permanently. 

Chaney said that once the rock has been removed, the 
road will be made passable with cold patch until crews 
can get there and repave it, which should be within the 
next few months. 

Animal composting 
business begins 
operations in Casey

Seven buzzards circled high in the sky over a wooded 
area in west central Casey County scouting out their 
next meal. 

But what they didn’t realize was that at a farm a little 
more than a mile away, three large cows lay decompos¬ 
ing beneath a pile of compost material. 

“Here we are next to three dead cows and there’s no 
smell, nothing to attract buzzards to them,” said Will 
Stallard, Casey County’s agriculture extension agent. 

Stallard and Casey County Conservation District Of¬ 
ficer Pat Williams were at Brent Woodrum’s 750-acre 
farm on Griffith Ridge Road to check on the dead ani¬ 
mal disposal business which Woodrum began in mid- 
August. 

With no dead animal disposal services in Casey 
County and with an estimated 1,200 head of fallen live¬ 
stock annually, Stallard said this business is a welcome 
addition in the county. 

“A farmer who has a dead animal either has to bury 
the animal or drag it to the back 40 for the buzzards 
and coyotes to take care of it,” Stallard said, adding that 
these methods don’t address the problem of the dead 
animal smell or body fluids that run off near streams 
and into other water sources. 

LACKY 

Woodrum and his son, Bart, a fifth-generation Casey 
County farmer, began operating the Large Animal 
Composting of Kentucky (LACKY) in mid-August on 
their farm on Griffith Ridge Road. 

The operation, Brent said, basically involves taking a 
dead cow, horse, hog, feeder, goat or sheep and placing 
it on a two foot bed of sawdust or woodchips and then 
covering the dead animal with a three foot mound of the 
same material. 

The Woodrams have a 28,000 square foot gravel pad 
that can hold up to 700 dead animals.

A local resident hopes that 
a just released recording of 
patriotic songs will remind 
people of the significance of 
the American flag and the 
sacrifices veterans have made 
to defend it. And he wants the 
proceeds from the sale of the 
CD to help wounded vets. 

Delton Coppage, a mem¬ 
ber of the Apple Festival 
Committee, began thinking 
about the idea of making and 
selling a CD two years ago at 
the Apple Festival. 

“In 2010, we did a salute 
to our veterans and the lo¬ 
cal VFW asked if they could 
bring a recipient of the Vet- 
Dog program to the festival. 
When I met him and saw 
what the VetDog program 
had done for him, it put a 
burning in my heart to help 
the program,” he said. 

It was Chris Williams’ 
story that spurred Coppage 
to action. 

Williams served two tours 
in Iraq and suffers from Post 
Traumatic Stress Disorder, a 
traumatic brain injury, can¬ 
cer, diabetes and vertigo. 

Williams got a black lab 
from VetDogs and at the 


time, he was the only veteran 
in Kentucky who had a vet 
dog. 

The dog was specially 
trained to bring Williams out 
of depression and calm him 
when he gets upset. 

VetDogs was started in 
2003 out of the Guide Dog 
Foundation which has pro¬ 


vided guide dogs and train¬ 
ing at no cost to the blind or 
visually impaired since 1946, 
according to the VetDogs 
Web site. 

The program provides vet¬ 
erans with guide dogs, ser¬ 
vice dogs, combat operation-

Dead animal disposal 
good for county 

A persistent problem in Casey County is the disposal 
of more than an estimated 1,200 head of livestock that 
die every year and have to be disposed of properly. 

Most farmers either dragged the carcass to the back 
40 for the buzzards to clean up or they buried it. 

Thing is, neither one of these is very advantageous 
for the environment as fluids from the dead animal can 
leach into ground water and buzzard droppings pose a 
health issue. 

With the opening of a dead animal disposal service in 
Casey County, we encourage farmers to use this service 
provided by Brent and Bart Woodrum on their farm on 
Ky. 49. 

And with the cost share service provided by the Casey 
County Conservation District, it’s a win-win for the 
farmer and the county’s environment.

disorder, physical wounds 
and other issues they bring 
home from the fields of bat¬ 
tle from around the world. 

I not only encourage you 
to buy a CD or DVD this 
week at the Apple Festival, 
I also want to let you know 
that a Kentuckian vet with 
a VetDog will be at Stage 
One on Saturday at 4 p.m. 

If you don’t want to buy 
the CD, then make a contri¬ 
bution to the VetDogs pro¬ 
gram at the VFW booth at 
the Apple Festival. 

Also, come out and talk 
with Joe Roberts and let 
him share with you how he 
has been blessed to have a 
VetDog to help him. 

Delton said that it takes 
about $30,000 to pay for the 
year-long training which 
pairs a dog with a vet. 


That means he’ll have to 
sell about 3,000 of these 
recordings to fund one Vet¬ 
Dog. And all proceeds will 
stay in Kentucky to help 
vets. 

I have no doubt that Del- 
ton will sell the CDs as 
they now have a presence 
on the Internet on iTunes 
and Amazon.com. They’re 
also being played on local 
radio stations. 

While we’re on the sub¬ 
ject of veterans and the 
contribution they played in 
defending our freedoms in 
this great country, I want 
to briefly mention another 
great veteran, Greensburg’s 
Dakota Meyer. 

President Obama award¬ 
ed Marine Sgt. Meyer the 
Medal of Honor in recogni¬ 
tion of his acts of extraor¬ 
dinary heroism on Sept. 8, 
2009, which saved the lives 
of 13 U.S. Marines and sol¬ 
diers and 23 Afghans. 

During a six-hour fire- 
fight, without regard for his 
own personal safety, Meyer 
repeatedly braved enemy 


fire in eastern Afghanistan 
by attempting to find and 
carry to safety members 
of his training team which 
were under heavy enemy 
fire. 

Now comes word that 
some Afghan soldiers are 
questioning what Meyer 
and others said he did on 
that fateful day. 

The Marine Corps thor¬ 
oughly researched the 
events surrounding Mey¬ 
er’s heroic acts and de¬ 
clared them to be true. 

And, by the way, the Af¬ 
ghan soldiers who dispute 
Meyer’s actions are from 
the same group of soldiers 
being trained by NATO led 
forces. These are the ones 
who are traitorously kill¬ 
ing the same men who are 
training them. 

Sgt. Meyer, we are proud 
of you and what you did 
in Afghanistan. You went 
above and beyond the call 
to duty and you are a credit 
to the Armed Forces of the 
United States.

Gone nuts over beans 


If I run into Connie 
Rousey Cundiff, I’m going 
to smack her into the next 
county. She has simply 
done me in and I’m going 
after her. 

Before I tell you what 
she did, I need to let you 
know I love green beans. 
Fresh green beans, that is. 
I wouldn’t give you ten 
cents for all the canned and 
frozen green beans in the 
world. 

They don’t taste good 
to me. All home-canned 
green beans have a funky 
taste that is so unpleasant. 
About all they’re good for 
is putting in soup. 

My favorite green beans 
are white half-runners or 
greasy beans (when you 
can find them). I have eat¬ 
en my weight in them this 
summer. 

I am dreading the end 
of the season when there 
are no more Casey County 
green beans to be had. 

Back to Connie Rousey 
Cundiff. Last summer she 
gave a pint of something 
she had made to my sister. 
Connie called them “Dilly 
Beans.” My sister told me 



to try one. Well, they were 
canned so I thought I would 
hate them. Not so! I want¬ 
ed to sit down with that jar 
and eat until they were all 
gone. They were heavenly! 

Connie told me the source 
of the recipe and I decided 
I’d try canning a few Dilly 
Beans this summer. Good 
grief, a few turned into a 
bunch. 

I started out with eight 
pints. I gave away three or 
four pints and I ate the rest. 
I had to have more! They 
were better than eating a 
bag of Cheetos and that is 
my ultimate snack. 

The beans used in the 
recipe are those skinny 
beans with very little bean. 
I think Tenderettes or Blue 
Lake varieties are the best 
because they have very 
small beans in them and 
they are stringless. I went 
searching for them. The 
dang drought limited bean 


production and I was fran¬ 
tic trying to find them. 

I got lucky, bought more, 
and canned another ten 
pints. I have eaten all of 
them! 

Since that batch I have 
canned 26 more pints. I am 
trying to save them for win¬ 
ter but I feel the urge com¬ 
ing on to consume ajar. 

Connie, why did you do 
this to me? I don’t know 
whether to love you or hate 
you. 

I have to admit that I 
tweaked the original recipe 
just a little but every batch, 
so far, has been delicious 

Here is my version of 
Connie’s original Dilly 
Beans recipe: 

4 pounds young, tender 
green beans (preferably 
Blue Lake or Tenderette) 

8 large cloves garlic 

8 tsp. dill seed 

4 tsp. mustard seed 

8 hot, dried chili peppers 
(or crushed red pepper) 

Vi cup pickling salt 

5 cups white vinegar 

5 cups water 

Sterilize 8 pint canning 


jars. 

Rinse and trim the ends 
of the beans. Cut to size if 
they are taller than the pint 
jars. 

Combine the water, pick¬ 
ling salt, and vinegar in 
a large pot, and bring to 
a boil. When it begins to 
boil, reduce heat to low, 
and simmer while you pack 
the jars. 

Into each jar place the 
following: 1 clove of gar¬ 
lic, 1 tsp. dill seed, Vi tsp. 
mustard seed, and 1 hot 
chili pepper (or Va tsp. 
crushed red pepper). Pack 
the beans tightly into the 
jars in a standing position. 

Ladle the hot brine into 
the jars, leaving Vi inch of 
headspace. Screw the lids 
onto the jars and process in 
a boiling water bath for 10 
minutes. 

Store at least two weeks 
before eating. 


Oh, these things are 
good. Connie Rousey Cun¬ 
diff, you are a hoot!

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Skunk cancels local church service

While some church mem¬ 
bers can raise a “stink” causing 
problems in a church, one visi¬ 
tor caused a stink of another 
kind this past Sunday. 

When members Clint and 
Christy Bowling arrived at Mt. 
Pleasant Church on West Ky. 
70 about 8 a.m. to open the 
building, a foul and noxious 
odor greeted them at the front 
door, said Barbara Norfleet, 
Christy’s mother. 

It became obvious, Norfleet 
said, that the odor was from a 
skunk. 

“My grandson, Christopher 


Spears, kept telling them that 
they needed to call the Turtle- 
man,” she said, referring to Er¬ 
nie Brown Jr. in Lebanon. 

The Bowlings notified Nor¬ 
fleet and her husband Charles, 
who have been members for 
40 years at the small country 
church of about 45 members. 

Fellow church member 
Larry Bell met Charles at the 
church a few minutes later and 
the odor was so bad, Charles 
only made it 10 feet up the 
aisle of the church before be¬ 
ing forced to retreat outside to 
escape the stink. 

As it became obvious that 
the odor wasn’t going to be 
cleared before services began 


at 11 a.m., the decision was 
made to cancel services. 

Before this encounter with 
a skunk odor, the only other 
creature Barbara could remem¬ 
ber that invaded the church 
building was a mouse that ran 
across the floor one Sunday 
during services. 

Barbara said that traps have 
been set, and the only offender 
that has been nabbed is an op- 
posum. 

“There’s a burrow hole near 
the foundation and we wonder 
if that’s where the skunk got 
under the church,” she said. 

Because the foundation on 
the 100-year-old building is so 
low to the ground, it’s impos¬ 


sible to crawl under the church 
and set a trap, she said. 

This week, church members 
have opened the doors during 
the day and placed fans to draw 
fresh air through the building. 

Others have suggested plac¬ 
ing saucers of white vinegar 
in the building to capture the 
odors. 

But whether the odor is 
weakening because the doors 
are open or the skunk has left 
the building, it remains to be 
seen what will happen this 
weekend. 

“The odor is getting weaker 
and we’re going to try and 
have church this coming Sun¬ 
day,” she said. 


Annual baby shower 
helps local moms 


Pregnant women and moms of newborns under the 
age of 3 months were invited to attend the 4th annual 
Casey County Community Baby Shower on Monday. 

Participants played games for prizes and received 
free clothes, toys and baby items. 

Guest speakers taught talked about infant car seat 
safety and breastfeeding. 

The annual shower is put on as a collaboration of 
several local organizations, including the Lake Cum¬ 
berland District Health Department, Kids Now, Casey 
County Homemakers, Casey County Co-operative Ex¬ 
tension Office and the Family and Youth Resource Ser¬ 
vices Center. 

Representatives from the organizations were avail¬ 
able to discuss services available to local mothers. One 
representative was Kelly Wilson with the Health Ac¬ 
cess Nurturing Development Services (HANDS) pro¬ 
gram,. HANDS is a voluntary home visitation program 
for new and expectant parents.

“It’s all been approved by 
the state Veterinarian’s Of¬ 
fice. This is an eco-friendly 
and ‘green’ way to dispose of 
dead animals with no smell 
or other health issues,” he 
said. 

Woodmm said that the 
internal temperature of the 
composting material, which 
reaches about 170 degrees, 
combined with flesh-eating 
bacteria in the animals, ef¬ 
fectively dissolves the ani¬ 
mal in about two months. 

“There may be an ear tag 
left or a few bones, but they 
are so brittle that they break 
easily and we can grind them 
up,” Woodrum said. 

The composting mate¬ 
rial can be reused about six 
times and then spread on 
Woodrum’s fields to control 


Conservation District has 
started the Deceased Farm 
Animal Disposal Program. 

“Beginning Oct. 1, the 
CCCD is offering a 50 per¬ 
cent cost share assistance to 
Casey County farmers who 
use LACKY,” Williams said. 

The eligible landowner — 
a Casey County farmer with 
a Casey County F.S.A. num¬ 
ber — pays the Woodrums 
the full pickup or delivery 
fee and then brings their re¬ 


ceipt to the CCCD office on 
Wallace Wilkinson Boule¬ 
vard for a 50 percent cost 
share, he said. 

“Any way that you look 
at it, with the cost share pro¬ 
gram, $26.25 to have a dead 
cow removed is a bargain,” 
Williams said.

East Casey County Water District 

East Casey County Water District is one step closer to 
securing the last road frontage site needed before bidding 
can start on its $1.5 million-project. 

The Casey County School Board approved to give EC- 
CWD a 50 by 50 foot site below the bus garage on Easy 
Ky. 70 for a pump station, said ECCWD Manager Andy 
Greynolds at the meeting on Sept. 11. 

The water project, funded with a low-interest state re¬ 
volving loan, includes about 20 miles of new water lines, 
a 200,000-gallon water tank, two water pumps and one 
pneumatic pressure tank building. 

The deeds still need to be signed for all four road front¬ 
age sites, ranging from 25-by-25 feet to 100-by-100 feet. 


Liberty City Council 

The Liberty City Council agreed to have the Lake 
Cumberland Area Development District rewrite a com¬ 
prehensive plan for the city at a cost of $15,000 during its 


regularly scheduled meeting on Sept. 12. 

Mayor Steve Sweeney will begin speaking with electri¬ 
cal engineering firms to see how much it will cost to have 
them map out where street lights should be placed along 
North U.S. 127. The new light poles will extend coverage 
along the northern part of the bypass. 

The city made an annual donation of $5,000 to the Lib- 
erty-Casey County Chamber of Commerce. 


Casey County Fiscal Court 

Casey County Fiscal Court magistrates received tax 
rates on Monday from the Casey County Library Board 
at 8 cents per $100 for real property and 14.14 cents for 
personal property, Casey County Health Taxing District 
at .043 for real and personal property, and the Casey 
County Ambulance Tax District at 2.20 cents for real and 
personal property. 

Magistrates also adopted a resolution stating that any 
construction funds borrowed from Casey County Bank 
for the Casey County Community and Education Center 
will be repaid according to the terms of the loan. 

Also, magistrates approved a resolution for a $48,000 
Rural Development Grant that would be used to purchase 
two police cruisers for the Casey County Sheriff’s Dept. 


Casey County Board of Education 

In a public hearing on Sept. 12 which no local residents 
attended, the Casey County Board of Education adopted 
an increased tax rate for Fiscal Year 2013. The board had 
voted in its Aug. 13 meeting to adopt the 4 percent rate. 

The increase raises the current compensating tax rate 
from 39.9 cents per $100 assessment for both real and 
personal property to a 4 percent rate of 41.4 cents per 
$100 assessment. 

That translates to an increase of $7.50 annually for 
property owners assessed at $50,000 and $15 for those 
owning property valued at $100,000. 

The increase in revenue from the tax will amount to 
approximately $92,000 in FY13, said Deena Randolph, 
Director of District Wide Services. 

Even at 41.4 cents, Casey County’s School District has 
the lowest rate among neighboring counties. Danville has 
the highest rate at 79.9 and Lincoln County has the next 
to the lowest rate at 43.9 cents.

Collection fees 

A farmer with a dead ani¬ 
mal contacts the Woodrums 
and they collect the dead ani¬ 
mal usually the same day in 
what Woodrum calls a “mo¬ 
bile rendering platform,” a 
trailer with a 12,000 pound 
winch that pulls the animal 
on the trailer. 

Woodrum said that the 
state vet’s office approved 
the custom built trailer 
which has special grates that 
filter any carcass fluids into 
a trap system so there’s no 
leakage. After the animal is 
buried, the trap and trailer 
are cleaned with bleach and 
lime. 

As to collection fees in 
Casey County, LACKY will 
charge $52.50 to pickup 
cows and bulls, $42.50 to 
pickup feeders, goats, sheep, 
and swine, and $72.50 for 
horses. 

If a farmer schedules a 
delivery of a dead animal 
to LACKY, then $12.50 can 
be deducted from the pickup 
fee. 

Plans are being made to 
branch out and collect ani¬ 
mals from surrounding coun¬ 
ties, Woodrum said. 

“We’re not trying to get 
rich here, just creating anoth¬ 
er revenue stream to stay on 
the farm,” Woodrum said.

Late summer insects 


Despite the mild winter ex¬ 
perienced through much of the 
nation, insect pest populations 
have been mostly below aver¬ 
age in Kentucky. 

However, as the summer sea¬ 
son continued, weather patterns 
made it favorable for insects 
to begin migration, especially 
in southern states. There have 
been reports of increasing num¬ 
bers in the com earworm, fall 
armyworm, and yellow-striped 
army worm populations in vari¬ 
ous crops. 

While the com earworm can 
be a pest of field com and soy¬ 
beans, this insect is also a seri¬ 
ous pest of sweet com and to¬ 
matoes. The com earworm has 
other names including soybean 
podworm, tomato fruit worm, 
and the cotton bollworm. Even 
with low numbers through 
much of the summer, growers 
need to monitor soybeans and 
vegetables for this pest. 

The fall armyworm is an in¬ 
frequent invader in Kentucky 
but can be a problem in late 
planted field com. You can rec¬ 
ognize this brown caterpillar by 
an inverted light-colored eY f 
on its head. Even though there 
was below-normal rainfall this 
summer, recent rains have ini¬ 
tiated a flush of grass growth 
around ditches and waterways. 
The fall armyworm strips these 
areas and moves into nearby 


crop fields, particularly soy¬ 
beans and other grain crops. 
Growers in Western Kentucky 
counties specifically need to 
monitor field margins for mi¬ 
grating caterpillars. 

A third pest making a late- 
season surge is the yellow- 
striped armyworm. This is a 
pest of many vegetables, in¬ 
cluding tomatoes, peppers, fall 
cole crops and tobacco. This 
caterpillar is both a leaf and 
fruit feeder. The mature cater¬ 
pillar is easy to recognize as it is 
almost black in color with two 
thin yellow stripes running the 
length of its body. 

With these late season pests, 
growers should monitor their 
fields regularly and only use 
recommended insecticides as 
necessary. Regular monitoring 
usually means weekly visits to 
the field. With late-season ap¬ 
plications, growers need to pay 
close attention to required Pre- 
Harvest Intervals.

Fiscal court addresses 
666' issue 

ADAIR COUNTY — For two months 
in a row, Adair County Fiscal Court has dis¬ 
cussed whether to remove three ornamental 
ironwork symbols atop the Adair County 
Courthouse. 

Critics say that that the symbols resemble 
three 6s which many Christians consider 
the mark of Satan in the New Testament 
Book of Revelation. 

Local minister Troy Strange asked the 
court to remove the symbol but was told 
that a grant to preserve the courthouse stip¬ 
ulates that it cannot be altered or the grant 
would have to be repaid. 

Magistrates will look at regulations con¬ 
cerning the grant and take up the matter in 
next month’s meeting. 

Suit against superintendent 
goes to federal court 

BOYLE COUNTY — A Danville school 
employee who filed a lawsuit against Su¬ 
perintendent Carmen Coleman and school 
board members will be heard in federal 
court in Lexington. 

Sharon Faul filed suit last month in Boyle 
Circuit Court accusing Coleman of demot¬ 
ing her from director of the district’s Fam¬ 
ily Resources and Youth Services Center 
because Faul challenged Coleman’s role in 
the hiring of another employee. 

The lawsuit states that Faul’s change in 
position to instructional aid after the 2011 
school year violates her due process rights 
under the Kentucky constitution and the 
state’s Whistleblower’s Act. 

However, attorneys for the defendants ar¬ 
gued that the matter belongs in federal court 
because it raises questions about employee 
discrimination and civil rights. 

In the lawsuit, Faul alleges Coleman in¬ 
tervened in the hiring for a vacant assistant 
position within the resource center last fall. 
The center’s hiring committee, which in¬ 
cluded Faul, proposed two finalists, both 
black women who were qualified for the 
position, the lawsuit states. 

Coleman passed on the committee’s rec¬ 
ommendation and hired another district 
employee for the job “without input or 
agreement from the committee,” the law¬ 
suit states. 

Prisoner tries to dig out of jail 

LINCOLN COUNTY — A Lincoln 
County Jail prisoner was indicted for trying 
to dig his way through a shower wall. 

Andrew Scott Conner of Stanford has 
been charged with second-degree attempt¬ 
ed escape for “digging a hole through the 
outside wall of the detention center” and 
first-degree criminal mischief for doing 
more than $1,000 of damage to the jail. 

Conner was originally arrested on May 
28 and charged with manufacturing meth- 
amphetamine after police found meth labs 
at his residence. He is being held on a 
$50,000 cash bond. 

Lincoln County Jailer David Gooch said 
Conner attempted to dig through a wall 
with a piece of a shelf that was used to hold 
a TV. 

State representative's 
granddaughter dies in accident

Simmerman, the 3-year-old granddaughter 
of State Rep. Terry Mills, was pronounced 
dead Sept. 12 at the UK Medical Center af-

“It’s a tragic accident and we’re grieving.

Kylee is the daughter of Terri Lee Mills 
and Andy Simmerman of Lexington. 

He said his understanding is that Kylee 
somehow opened a “bean bag” and climbed 
inside. When her father didn’t see her, he 
called 911. 

Rep. Mills said his understanding is that 
emergency personnel initially searched 
outside before Kylee was found inside the 
house. 

The Fayette County Coroner’s Office de¬ 
termined that asphyxiation was the cause of 
death. 

Assistant Commonwealth's 
Attorney faces DUI charge 

PULASKI COUNTY — Assistant Pu 
laski Commonwealth’s Attorney Jeremy 
Bartley has been arrested in Russell County 
on a DUI charge. 

According to a Kentucky State Park 
Ranger citation, Bartley, 35, was stopped 
at a road block in Jamestown last Sunday 
night. 

“An odor of an alcoholic beverage was 
emanating from his person,” the arrest cita¬ 
tion states. 

Rangers said Bartley appeared intoxi¬ 
cated while attempting to perform field 
sobriety tests and then blew a .124 on the 
breathalyzer test. The legal limit in Ken¬ 
tucky is .08. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Eddy Mont¬ 
gomery said no immediate disciplinary ac¬ 
tion has been taken against Bartley.

The bodies of the boys, described as best 
friends, were retrieved from the home soon 
thereafter, but efforts by emergency person¬ 
nel to resuscitate them were unsuccessful. 

The cause of the fire has not been deter¬ 
mined and remains under investigation by 
the state police arson investigation unit, the 
ATF, the state fire marshal’s office and the 
Russell Springs Police Department.

we have been disappointed 
many times that our people 
have so little interest in the 
matter.

We would encourage one 
or more members of each 
family to work up a family 
record at odd times and put it 
down on paper. It should be 
an interesting hobby, as well 
as useful information in later 
years. 


Sometime last year a lady 
who uses a typewriter well 
and must be well educated 
asked for information on a 
particular family. We imme¬ 
diately wrote her and rec¬ 
ommended that we would 
discourage searching too 
deeply because our infor¬ 
mation was that the early 
settlers were either moon¬ 
shiners or horse thieves, 
or both. However, in later 
years they got the faith and 
built a local church and had 
a strong hand in another. 

She fooled us. Instead of 
being insulted, she asked 
for more. In time we have 
done a bit of searching for 
her among the records. We 
got fooled too. This particu¬ 
lar family gathered up land 
like acorns, and undoubt¬ 
edly became quite prosper¬ 
ous.

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Man charged with possession of child pornography

A Bethelridge man has 
been indicted by a Casey 
County grand jury for pos¬ 
sessing and distributing im¬ 
ages of children in sexual 
situations. 

Franklin Gene Clark, 29, 
of 3456 South Ky. 837, is 
accused of 20 counts of pos¬ 
session of matter portraying 
a sexual performance by a 
minor and two counts of dis¬ 
tribution of matter portray¬ 
ing a sexual performance by 
a minor. 

The grand jury, meeting 
on Thursday, indicted Clark 
on charges that he distrib¬ 
uted the material on at least 
two separate occasions from 
Jan. 1 to Aug. 1 of this year, 
when he was arrested and 
charged. 

The Kentucky State Police 
Electronic Crime Branch re¬ 
portedly received informa¬ 
tion that an email address 
registered to Clark had sent 
sexually explicit images of 
a child to an out-of-state re¬ 
cipient, and during an Aug. 
1 interview with state inves¬ 
tigators, Clark reportedly 
admitted to possessing and 
distributing the material. 

At least 100 files con¬ 
taining pornographic child 


images were found inside 
Clark’s residence, accord¬ 
ing to court records. Inves¬ 
tigators also recovered from 
Clark’s home several elec¬ 
tronic devices — including 
an Xbox 360 and PlaySta¬ 
tion 3 — which they believe 
were used in the crimes, 
according to court records. 
Equipment used to allegedly 
distribute and possess child 
pornography was seized 
and taken to KSP’s Forensic 
Laboratory for examination. 

Investigators also recov¬ 
ered from Clark’s home at 
least one magazine, which 
possibly contained porno¬ 
graphic images of children, 
records show.
